What the Soll Needs.
A farmer does not uwced to have a
scientific education to understand the
needs of the soll.  Abeut the only cle-

ments thet ean be locking aro phos-
iplmrus, ritroggn ahd potush. Phos-
| phorus is tho ciement that brings
| plants to maturity and formus the seed.
It makes thie oges of corn and heads
of wheat iR with plugip, ripe grain.
Nitrogen gives color to the plant and
promotes iapld growth. When the
plant gl';:W radk and dark greon, and
keeps cugrowing but doesn't bature
and fill, it lacks phespliorus. Soft
straw or staik denotes a deficlency in
potash. This form of plant focl should
be used where straw or stalk lacks
gloss and siiffness.  CGenerally clay
goils contain suffcicnt potnsh, but
are nearly always short on phosphorus
i and nitrogen. Dlack soils, on the oth-
er hand, are often lacking in potash
and phosphorus, but contain large sup.
plies of nitrogen. Sandy soils are fre-
quently snort on ull three elements.—
E. D. K., in lldiana Farmer.

Percentage of Fat in Milk.

For some unaccountable reason rich
milk is much sougint after while milk
containing a smaller amount of cream
is not wauted,

The fact 1s, milk with a low percen-
tage of cream is more digestible and,
therefore , o better food for the aver-
age person. The stomach of the pigs
{s more like the human stomach than
that of any other domestic animal,
and we know that we can kill a piz
by feeding it crenm,

Human milk is not rizh in fat, prob-
ably 8 1-2 percent wou.d come near the
average, and all will agree that nature
provides what is Lbest for us.

Is it not tlme that clty ordinances
suould contain other ordinances than
the amount of fat the mllk contains?

Old milk, no matter what Its fat
contents, is positively dangerous. But
a dealer can supply hls customers
with milk a week old so long as it is
not sour and no one objects.

Dirty milk is partially guarded
angainst by examinations for bacteria,
but few cities pay strict attention to
1it.

There is very littie stable Inspec-
tion. Cows may be covered with ma-
nure and they may be milked by dirty
men, but the consumer apparently
cares very little for he makes no effurt
to correct the evil,

8o long as consumers are so indif-
ferent, they must put up with the kind
of milk they are getting; they can
have beiter If they want it.—Eplto-
mist.

Eggs For Hatching.
In order to secure good hatches and
' strong, lifeful chicks, good fresh cggs
"are a prime requisite. The breeding
1 6tock is, of course, the foundation.
Degenerate, pampered, Inbred stock
cannot bc expected to produce many
batchable eggs. Nelther can hens that
have to roost out on the trees, on
fences, or In a shabby lien house. A
poor hen house [s really as bad as no
hen house at all. Any bullding throuzh
which the cold wind may blow, or rain
and snow enter, or which gets so cold
in the winter that the combs on tl*
hens will freeze, will insure you in
each and every case that it will re-
quire only a very small basket to car-
ry the eggs that the hens will lay, and
more than this, not half of the eggs
will be fertile and those that are fer.
tile will contain only weak germs
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which will probably die during incuba.
tlon or produce weak chicks. Vigor
and vitality ere essential In the par-
cut bird, otherwise many chicks will
dle in the sheil, no matter how care-
fully the eggs are Incubated.

The sooner eggs are set after be-
ing laid, the better; but st:ang germs

can be held for two or three weeks If |

protected from currents that would
produce evayporation, and kept in a
temperature that Is not too warm, say
from forty-five to sixty degrees.

being ealled the normal, the other the
supra-axillary. Usually In specics with
supro axillary buds only onc devels

ops. One remains dormant for all time. |

In some epceies the upper bud starts
to form the branch, in others the low-
er, but, whichever iz the netive gne, it
s unlform through the whole specics.
In the grapevine family it would scom
to be the upper of the two bads. An-
other interesting considcration is that
In some gpecies of the grapevine fam-
Ly the process of reducing the lead-
inir shoot to a tendril only occurs at

every other node or every third node. !

In other plants the rule would seem to
be from every other one. Why there
should be these lapses Is not quite
clear. Another very interesting point
is the tendrils usually coll in one di-

rection until they find something upon '
which to cling when the twirl is turned |

in the oposite direction, [n many cas-
es, the tendril twists without having
canght a helping hand. This may of
ten be seen In vigorous growing grape-
vines. So far as we know no attempt
has been made to explain what seems
to beé a vagary in this case.—Prof. W,
8. Thornber, In Western Farmer,

Farm Notes.

Get posted on silos and making si-
inge; and if enough cows are kept to
justify it, by all means plant a silage
crop and have a silo ready to receive
it.

A bad smelling dairy barn shows
that something iz wrong. There will
be plenty, though, who will laugh at
the idea of a dalry barn not smelling
to high heaven,

Begin to cut down a cow's rations
when it is desired thgt she go dry;
and feed her so that it can be said she

is well f2ed without being fattened
while she iIs dry.
To develop a dairy heifer into

something really good, do not hesitate
to feed it well the first two years. It
will be a better feeder thereafter if
fed well when young.

Do uot delay about starting to breed
up the herd. It will teke two years
before results are got, and every year
that the delay In starting continues
makes one more year.

If a number of calves are to be fed,
see that every one gets the feed it
ought to have. Do not have any ar-
rangement that will enable the large
ones to «at what the small ones ought
to have.

It costs no more for feeding or at-
tending 1o a well-hred sire than it
does for a scrub, the only difference
being in the first cost; and the well-
hred sire will soon make up the dif-
ference and much more,

Do mnot let temporary
breed permanent  discouragement,
Find out wha! the cause of the trou-
ble was, and remove the cause. No
clime has eternal sunshine and no
business, dairying: Included, has sue-
cess continually.

Do not expect to get rid of all the
poor blood by using a pure-bred sire
for a single year. The average will
be greatly improved, but the improve-
ment will be only started by the first
use of (he good sire.—~From “Drops
of Dairy Cream,” in the Progressive
Farmer.

The samo can bhe said of the Holstein,
The breeder of Holstein eattle is quite
apt to condemn the Jersey ecow, and
the Jersey breeder Is apt to condemn
the Holstein, There are noble speei-
mens {n each hreed, and the breeders,
the men who handle the animals, are
reaponsible for so many poor ones. 1t
i3 the result of carelessness, lack ot
Judgment, taste and diserimination.
